fore ſuche complexioned men 
are farre ynmecte to bee of a

ſeler is moſt laudable, that is to 
ſay,ro be neyrher to highe, nor 
yer to lovve, to fatre,nor yet to 
leane , for the long and leane 
man, and ſpeciallye if he haue 
therevvith a long neck, is vtrer- 
ly condemned of the Phyloſo- 
phers ; and iudged to bee fome 
great Jovvre and "Iſh for no- 
thing' Againe, co be ouer lovy, 
is as great adeformirie , for the 
lovve' men bee rhey' neuer ſo 
vviſe, yet the people vvill haue 
them in no reuerence ar all,bur 
icaſt of them , and call rhem 
dvvarffes.
